REDS REPORTED 
IN NEW RAIDS ON 
SOUTH VIET NAM 


Attacks Begun Oct. 21 
North of Saigon Re- 
pulsed by Infantry 
and Paratroops, Gov- 
ernment Says. 


FIRST INVASION 
TRY SINCE 1954 


Communists Said to 
Have Infiltrated 
Through Laos in Ef- 
fort to Set Up Base 
in Jungle Region. 


SAIGON, South Viet Nam, 
Nov. 8 (UPI)—Communist troops 
have made their first attempt 
to invade South Viet Nam since 
1954 but have been beaten back 
by loyal pro-Western forces, the 
government announced in a 
communique tonight. Fighting is 
continuing a spokesman said. 

The government said the pur- 
pose of the thrust was to estab- 
lish a base in the mountainous 
jungle region from which the 
Reds could operate freely 
throughout central South Viet 
Nam, 


The communique said the 
Communists suffered 34 casual- 
ties—which were not broken 
down into dead and wounded— 
and the government forces lost 
20 dead and 10 wounded. 

“The Communists failed com- 
pletely,” the communique added. 

Deputy Defense Minister Ngu- 
yen Dinh Thuan said at a press 
conference, at which a number 
of prisoners and captured arms 
were displayed, that the first 
attack was made from neigh- 
boring Laos Oct. 21 by a fotce 
estimated at about 500 men who 
“infiltrated through Laos to 
reach our territory.” 


Two days later a series of 
probing attacks was made in the 
same general area by another 
200 Communist troops, he said. 

Own Infantry Used. 

The scene of the attempted 
invasion was in the region of 
Kontum province, about 300 
miles north of Saigon. 

The government of President 
Ngo Dinh Diem, the commu- 
nique said, smashed the back 
of the invasion by sending. its 
own infantry forces and one bat- 
talion of paratroopers into a 
counterattack, 


Two of the Communist prison- 
ers introduced at the press con- 
ference answered questions giv- 
ing details of their training in 
Communist North Viet Nam. 

Thuan declined to say wheth- 
er the Communist Pathet Lao 
forces from neighboring Laos 
were involved in the attack. But 
he affirmed that the attackers 
wore regular North Viet Nam 
Army uniforms without insignia. 

He called the attack a flagrant 
violation of the Geneva accords, 
and said that South Viet Nam is 
protesting strongly to the Inter- 
national Control Commission 
which is charged with supervis- 
ing the terms of those accords. 


Backed by Guerrillas. 


Maj: Gen. Nguyen Khanh of 
the South Viet Nam Army high 
command told reporters that the 
Communist actions were being 
supported by Laotian guerrillas. 

Thuan read the communique 
to reporters and later distrib- 
uted copies. It said that “for 
the first time since 1954, the 
enemy has attacked us from

Mink Coats Stolen.

Albert Raben, owner of Raben 
Furs of Clayton, 920 South Brent- 
wood boulevard, and three em- 
ployes were held up last night 
by two men who fled with $300 
and mink skins, stoles and coats 
valued at more than $30,000. 

The robbers entered the shop 
at 8 p.m. and held up Charles 
Ashlock, the bookkeeper, who 
was in a rear room. One rob- 
ber wore a Halloween mask. 
His companion was unmasked 
and displayed a pistol. Raben 
was not in the shop when the 
men came in. 

Ashlock was marched down- 
stairs by the armed man, where 
he joined Mrs, Catherine 
Mitchell, 65 years old, and Mrs.

The robbers stole eight full- 
length mink coats, ranging in 
value from $1600 to $3500 each, 
and 165 mink skins valued at 
more than $6000. The victims in 
the basement heard the robbers 
leave through a side door, fol- 
lowed by the sound of an auto- 
mobile starting.

KENNEDY GIVEN 


HUGE WELCOME 


Confident — After 
Voting He Flies to 
Hyannisport to Await 
Returns.

voted here early this morning, 
then flew to their summer home 
at Hyannisport, Mass., to await 
the outcome. 

Kennedy’s brother, Robert, 
disclosed unexpectedly that the 
Kennedys plan to leave Cape 
Cod tomorrow or Thursday. 
Asked if this was to get the 
senator some warm sunshine, 
Robert said, “that’s right.” 

Kennedy seemed confident he 
would win the presidency over 


such matters as whom he would 
appoint to his cabinet and wheth- 
er he would stay at Hyannisport 
or return to Washington to form 
the new government. 

A tumultuous welcome in his 
home city last night climaxed 
Kennedy’s two-month campaign, 
in which he traveled about 50,- 
000 miles through 44 states by 
plane, train and automobile. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
yelling, screaming supporters 
jammed Boston streets, many 
shoving close for a glimpse of 
the nominee or grabbing at his 
hands or clothing. Veteran po- 
lice officers sail the size and 
excitment of the crowd was un- 
matched in Boston history. 

Final Speech. 

His automobile had to inch 
through a boisterous throng 
that packed streets tight to 
reach Boston Garden, a huge 
three-baiconied 


addressed 18,000 persons in his 
final speech of the campaign. 

When Kennedy entered the 
hall, the crowd yelled and 
chanted a seven-minute ovation 
and waved home-made banners, 
including one that said, ‘‘Retire 
Dick,” and another, ‘“‘Look Ma, 
No Ike.” 

The speech began informally, 
with a request to vote for all the 
local Democrats and then ‘‘vote 
for Kennedy.” 

The 43-year-old Senator then 
poured on the sarcasm he has 
been using in the last week 
against Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon and Nixon’s use of 
President Eisenhower in the 
campaign. 

With the crowd screaming ap- 
proval of every line, Kennedy 
said he and his running mate, 
Senator .yndon B. Johnson, 
“Don’t run as a committee.” 

No Rescue Squad. 

“We haven’t sent a rescue 
squad headed by a President of 
the United States to bail us out,”’ 
he said. “I am not asking any- 
body to hand me the office. I 
am not running as a protege. I 
am running as a Democratic 
candidate for the office of the 
presidency.” 

To the crowd’s delight, he used 
a line that has become standard 
in his speeches of the last week, 
saying Nixon reminded him of a 
circus elephant, ‘‘with its head 
full of ivory, a long memory and 
no vision,’’ grabbing the tail of 
the elephant in front of it. 

“That was all right in 1952 and 
1956, but there is no tail to grab 
this year,” he said. ‘It is Mr. 
Nixon himself, and I don’t be- 
lieve he will secure an indorse- 
ment of a majority of the citizens 
of this country in a time of 
change.” 

Deadly serious, Kennedy de- 
scribed the presidential race as 
a “contest between the com- 
fortable and the concerned, be- 
tween those who believe that we 
should rest and lie at anchor 
and drift and those who want to 
move this country forward in the 
1960s.’” 

Not An Easy Job. 

He said he did not expect the 
presidency to be “‘an empty or 
an easy job,” adding: 

“I run for the presidency of

The Republican presidential 
candidate, weary but confident of 
at least a narrow victory as a 
result of his whirlwind finish,

“I don’t think you will know 
until you get the returns from 
the Midwest and the South,”’ he 
said. 

Nixon relaxed today by driv- 
ing along the California Coast to 
Tijuana, Mexico, where he had 
lunch with the mayor. He plans 
to return to his headquarters in 
the Ambassador hotel in Los An- 
geles to night to receive election 
results. 


Gruelling Week. 


Nixon wound up a grueling 
final week of campaigning yes- 
terday with an unprecedented 
four-hour nation-wide ‘‘telethon”’ 
and a half-hour address on tele- 
vision in which he urged voters 
in restrained and serious tones 
to select the man who can best 
serve the United States. 


President Eisenhower and 
Henry Cabot Lodge joined 
Nixon in the final telecast, with 
the President making his fourth 
strong appeal in less than a 
week for the election of the 
Republican ticket of Nixon and 
Lodge. 

The Vice President told re- 
porters at the polling place that 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York called him last night 
in Chicago and told him that 
the contest for New York’s 45 
electoral votes was now a “‘S0- 
50 horse race.” 

Nixon praised Rockefeller’s 
efforts in the campaign and 
said he told the Governor that 
“the surge in New York had 
helped us nationally.” 

Not Claiming Vermont. 


In close elections, Nixon ob- 
served, victory goes to the side 
which “gets the last upswing.” 
To illustrate how close he thinks 
this one is, he said he was not 
conceding normally Democratic 
Alaska and not claiming tradi- 
tionally Republican Vermont. 

Although they had only about 
three hours’ sleep after a late 
arrival from Chicago, the Nix- 
ons left the Ambassador Hotel 
in Los Angeles at 6:40 this 
morning and drove to East 
Whittier.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
Voters were out early and in big 
numbers today making their 
choice between Richard M. 
Nixon and John F. Kennedy for 
the next President. 

A spot survey across the 
country brought reports of long 
waiting lines at thousands of pre- 
cincts. Advance predictions were 
for a record total of perhaps 
67,000,000 ballots. 

Kansas, the first state to re- 
port a sizable number of votes, 
brightened the hopes of Nixon by 
giving him 29,264 votes to 15,842 
for Kennedy In unofficial and in- 
complete returns from 300 of the 
State’s 2961 precincts. Kansas 
went Republican four years ago, 
566,878 to 296,317. 

Of possible significance in the 
Kansas voting was the fact that 
Nixon was running well ahead of 
Republican candidates for gov- 
ernor and senator. 

On the other hand, Kennedy 
led in the first absentee votes 
counted in New Jersey, 297 to 
230, and in absentee ballots at 
New Haven, Conn., 820 to 604. 

Kennedy also scored in the 
first fragmentary returns from 
Virginia, North Carolina and 
Minnesota. 

As usual, a handful of New 
Hampshire precincts had their 
votes all in and counted by day- 
light. The score: 49 for Nixon, 
8 for Kennedy. Republican head- 
quarters rushed out a statement 
saying Nixon was running 5 per 
cent stronger than President 
Eisenhower did in 1956.

An unusually heavy vote was 
reported in today’s general elec- 
tion in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county, as voters went to the 
polls- to ballot for President, 
United States Senator, Governor 
and other state, congressional 
and’ local offices. 

Despite intermittent showers 
most of the day, the balloting 
was heavier here than in the 
presidential election four years 


ago, 

A check of representative St. 
Louis county polling places indi- 
cated that about 251,000 persons 
had cast their ballots by 3:30 
p.m., nine and a half hours after 
the polls opened, The estimated 
turnout was 73 per cent of the 
343,859 county registration. 

In St. Louis, a similar Canvass 
indicated that 207,800 city voters 
had gone to the polls in the same 
period.

TIPS ON WHAT

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
Here are some tips to armchair 
election experts on what to 
watch and listen for tonight in 
the returns. 

If a commanding trend does 
not show up right away, focus 
on Ohio for a clue to farm vot- 
ing and North Carolina for a 
line on what the South does, es- 


pecially on the religious issue. 

The pollsters and predicters 
seem agreed that, even more 
than usual, the. race between 
Democrat John F. Kennedy and 
Republican Richard M. Nixon 
hinges on the Big Seven states 
with their total of 205 electoral 
votes—a long way toward the 
269 needed to elect. 

Most of them are doubtful, al- 
though polls give Kennedy an 
edge in the biggest of all, New 
York with 45 electoral votes. 
Pennsylvania, with 32 votes and 
a thoroughly doubtful status, 
would be a good one for early 
watching. The others of the Big 
Seven states are California, Illi- 
nois, Michigan, Ohio and Texas.

FOR NIXON MADE 
BY EISENHOWER 


TV Talk Is Aimed at 
‘Undecideds’ — Pres- 
ident Flies to Gettys- 
burg and Votes.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower; in what he 
called the last campaign speech 
he would ever make, asked the 
voters last night to cast their 
ballots today for his Vice Presi- 
dent, Richard M. Nixon. He said 
theirs has been a ‘“‘good partner- 
ship and much good for our na- 
tion has resulted from it.” 

In a half-hour nation-wide tele- 
cast with Nixon, in Chicago, and 
Henry Cabot Lodge, the Repub- 
lican vice-presidential candidate 
in Boston, Mr. Eisenhower ap- 
pealed especially fo the “‘unde- 
cided”’ voters. He did not men- 
tion either the Republican or 
Democratic party. 

The President flew by heli- 
copter early today to his farm 
near Gettysburg, Pa., where he

The dead included Pedro Isaias

In partnership with local and 
state and federal government, 


you built schools in your com-.| 


munities; expanded colleges and 
universities; erased slums; 
linked cities with expressways; 
advanced the horizons of knowl- 
edge in the science of health, of 
security, of space; pushed to 
new standards of living—as no 
people ever before has been able 
to do in a comparable period. 


“Far from standing still, you 
have advanced dramatically. My 
pride in you is beyond anything 
I can express—but I do ask you: 
Just look around. See for your- 
selves. And you will continue 
to advance—given assurance 
that the climate of confidence 
will be sustained and that the 
system of free competitive enter- 
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prise will never be weakened by 
political meddling.’’ 

Mr. Eisenhower read his 
speech carefully, seldom looking 
up.

| chartered C-46 crashed near 
Toledo, O., on Oct. 29 was still 
flying after his employer said 
he had been fired. 

This inquiry came to light co- 
incidentally with the filing of an 
appeal by Arctic Pacific Airlines 
of Oakland, Calif., to the Civil 
Aeronautics Board from a Fed- 
eral Aviation Agency order of 
suspension. 

Twenty-two persons, including 
16 members of the California 
Polytechnic College football 
team, were killed in the crash. 

Informed sources said attor- 
neys for Arctic Pacific notified 
the FAA by letter Oct. 27,-two 
days before the accident, that 
the pilot, Donald L, J. Chesher, 
had been fired. 

The firing was given as one 
reason for the FAA to recon- 
sider, and reduce, its proposed 
levy of $16,000 in fines against 
the airline. 

Ironically, the letter telling of 
Chesher’s discharge reached the 
FAA Oct. 31, two days after 
Chesher and 21 others died. 

Chesher was believed to have 
been riding in the co-pilot's seat, 
but officials said he was listed 
as pilot in command. 

Last Monday, FAA Admin- 
istrator E. R. Quesada sus 
pended Arctic Pacific’s certifi- 
cate, as a supplemental airline, 
for “gross diregard for public 
safety and the regulations of 
4the FAA.” 

Quesada said he was acting 
under emergency authority, 
‘adding that an emergency re 
quiring immediate action ex- 
isted in respect to safety in air 
commerce. 

It was this action that the com- 
pany appealed to the CAB. 

Last July 1 the FAA notified 
Chesher that, effective July 15, 
his airline pilot rating would be 
revoked for a series of viola- 
tions. 

Chesher appealed the order, 
and it was stayed pending deci- 
sion by the CAB. The board had 
not issued its decision at the 
time of the fatal flight.

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Kasavubu Indicates Hostility 


To U.N. Program to Restore 
Constitutional Rule in Congo 


President in Interview Says Parlia- 
ment ‘Outlawed Itself? — Opposes 
Coalition — Attacks Sections of Re- 
port to Secretariat.

CONGOLESE PRESIDENT Joseph Kasavubu indicated hos- 
tility to the whole United Nations program to restore cohstitu- 
tional government in The Congo, in an interview today, following 
his arrival in New York. 


He declared the Congolese 
parliament had “outlawed it- 
self.”” He ruled out a coalition 
government, to be formed at a 
new meeting of parliament. 


He was hostile to the project- 
ed visit to The Congo of the U.N. 
Conciliation Commission ap- 
pointed to achieve these ob- 
jectives. 


Finally, Kasavubu — in. ad- 
vance of today’s U.N. General 
Assembly meeting called to de- 
termine the question of seating 
a representative of The Congo— 
declared he would take The 
Congo seat. 


The Assembly postponed its 
meeting on The Congo question, 
scheduled originally for yester- 
day, to await Kasavubu’s arrival. 


KASAVUBU ALSO attacked 
sections of the report of the 
U.N. Secretary General’s spe- 
cial fepresentative in The Con- 
go, Rajeschwar Dayal. Specifi- 
cally, he denied that Belgian 
officers were serving in the 
Congolese army—though on fur- 
ther questioning he evaded stat- 
ing whether Belgian officers 
were serving in the army in 
the Katanga province, or 
whether Belgian civil adminis- 
trators were serving in Congo 
ministries. 

Kasavubu gave the interview 
after a long and. private con- 
versation with Owen Roberts of 
the State Department, who met 
him at the airport .and. later 
came to Kasavubu’s hotel room. 
Present -at the interview was 
Justin Bomboko, Kasavubu’s for- 
eign minister and president of 
the “student government” col- 
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lege of commissioners appointed 
by the Congolese chief of staff, 
Joseph Mobutu. | 
United States diplomats, it was

Kasavubu to come to the U.N. 
The whole exercise is regarded 
by U.N. Secretary General Dag 
pes agg as a grave mis- 
e. 


ASIAN AND AFRICAN na- 
tions here are generally opposed 
to the new United States policy 
on The Congo, announced Fri- 
day in Washington. 


High officials of the U.N. 
secretariat and leading African 
and Asian diplomats today were 
of the opinion the United States 
must either change this policy or 
face a hostile Asian-African 
group in the assembly. 


A highly inflamed debate was 
expected late today when the 
General Assembly meets on the 
Congo question. Russian dele- 
gates were said to be prepared 
to accuse the United States of 
openly espousing colonialism in 
its new Congo policy. 

That policy, as announced 
Friday in Washington, is to ex- 
press “confidence in the good 
faith of Belgium in its desire to 
be of assistance in The Congo.” 
The American policy statement 

ies the validity of ‘‘various 
parts” of the Dayal report, 
which: were highly critical of 
Belgian activity in The Congo. 

Both high members of the Sec- 
retariat and diplomats friendly 
to the United States expressed 
the hope that the “United States 
would shift its Congo policy after 
today’s election, Before the re- 
cent change, thé United States 
had backed the U.N. effort in 
{|The Congo: The United States 
1 has supported U.N. resolutions 
calling on the Belgians to get 
out of The Congo. 


DIPLOMATS said the change 


in policy, which seemed to be the 
product, at least in part, of do- 
mestic American political con- 
siderations, followed ‘extreme 
pressure” on the United States 
government by the Belgian gov- 
ernment. 

It was still hoped by some 
diplomats friendly to the United 
States that the Congo debate in 
the Assembly might be post- 
poned beyond today.

Another revealing clue will be 
how Southern Negroes vote. In 
1956 a spectacular Negro switch 
to the Republicans offset Mr. 
Eisenhower’s losses among other 
southerners. In this election, if 
the Negroes return to the Demo- 
cratic party, Nixon’s prospects 
through the South will be melt-

TURNING TO THE STATES 
with the heaviest electoral count, 
it has become traditional to pic- 
ture the contest there in terms 
of the big city, such as Chicago 
or Cleveland, against the rest of 
the states.

Time to Save the Rivers 


Steps toward establishment of the Ozark 
Rivers National Monument should be among 
the first efforts of the next state administra- 
tion. Since the campaign preceding an elec- 
tion and the “lame duck” interval following 
it bring about a virtual governmental inter- 
regnum official inaction’ must be accepted 
currently. Yet opponents have not taken a 
holiday. 

They vary considerably. Some are almost 
sympathetic to the proposal, and others will 
not hear of any plan to cope with the ever 
greater use of the Current, Jacks Fork and 
Eleven Point and their banks. Two arguments 
are commonly used. 

One holds that the national monument 
would bring more people to the rivers. This, 
after a fashion, is true. But the “population 
explosion,” and more and better highways 
automatically will bring in many persons 
seeking outdoor recreation. And there is no 
democratic way of telling them to stay at 
home. This is the very nub of the Ozarks 
problem: 

Shall this influx be uncontrolled? Shall 
exploiters be free to line the rivers with 
honky-tonk resorts, and shall their clients be 
free to fill the streams with empty beer cans? 
Or shall the greatest possible effort be made 
to preserve the crystal puvity of the streams 
and their almost wild fringes? 

Also widely and loosely used against the 
proposal is the phrase “eminent domain”—as 
if there were a dread of a ruthless, confiscat- 
ing power. Yet it is official policy to acquire 
land in a fair manner. And there are courts 
to protect landowners against unfair expro- 
priation. 

Somewhat akin is the argument that the 
Park Service could achieve its purpose by 
accepting “scenic easements.” Nobody de- 
fines this term clearly. It is possible, of 
course, to transfer absolute control over the 
area by easements. But it seems unreasonable 
that a landowner should be willing to sur- 
render control over his property and not sell 
it. There is an impression that some advocates 
of easements really want to be free to con- 
tinue timbering, hunting and other activities 
not in harmony with the purpose of the na- 
tional monument. There is talk of “multiple 
use,” a sensible notion if not used as a cover- 
up for “conflicting use.” The Park Service 
realizes that the region depends on timbering, 
farming and other activities. It does not op- 
pose them. It suggests that only narrow 
strips of land be protected against uses in 
conflict with its. basic purpose. 

Counter-suggestions are being made, yet 
none is nearly as promising as that of the 
Park Service. There is irrelevant talk that 
federal control] would bring in the Army 
Engineers and their dam builders. What pur- 
pose can this have other than that of con- 
fusing the issue? 

The National Park Service is not fighting 
to take over the Ozark rivers. It has only

Footnote to a Letter 


We are glad to publish in the letters col- 
umn today a reply by Mortimer Rosecan to 
our editorial criticizing Judge George H. 
Moore’s decision in the Teamsters political 
contribution case. Mr. Rosecan has a double 
interest in the matter. He was the defense 
attorney in the case, representing the Team- 
sters, and he has himself been a beneficiary 
of Teamster funds. 

As campaign manager for Lon Hocker, 
Republican candidate for Governor in 1956, 
Mr. Rosecan by his own account ran into 
Harold Gibbons one evening and complained 
of the difficulties of raising money for the 
Hocker campaign. According to Mr. Rosecan, 
Mr. Gibbons said that although the Teamsters 
did not support Mr. Hocker he deserved en- 
couragement for fighting a good fight. After 
the election was over, Mr. Rosecan received 
from Local 688 a check for $1000. He says 
Mr. Hocker knew nothing of the check and 
had not asked for Teamster support. Accord- 
ingly, Mr. Rosecan put the check in his own 
bank account to reimburse himself for ex- 
penses incurred on Mr. Hocker’s behalf, and 
did not report the $1000 to the state as a 
political contribution. 

From Mr. Rosecan’s letter we conclude that 
all this should be classified as free speech. 
Others might have a different word for it. 


Ozark Out of the Ozarks? 


The Civil Aeronautics Board decision to al- 
low Central Airlines, Inc., of Fort Worth, Tex., 
to enter Missouri territory at the expense of 
Ozark Air Lines, a pioneer in this field, comes 
as a surprise. Ozark says it will file for a re- 
hearing, and this is an understandable action 
to be taken. The city of St. Louis and civic 
interests should satisfy themselves that the 
CAB decision, which might cause Ozark to 
move its headquarters elsewhere, is thorough- 
ly justified before accepting it. 


The decision would deprive Ozark of its 
route from St. Louis to Springfield, Joplin 
and Wichita and reduce its revenue by at 
least 9 per cent. Central would be given this 
route on the strength of its promise to pro- 
vide more frequent service. But would Cen- 
tral’s DC-3s, even though flying more fre- 
quently, be superior to the turbojet service 
which Ozark now supplies? And how cer- 
tain is the CAB that Central could supply 
more frequent service profitably? 

Such a serious ruling as this one must be 
thoroughly grounded on public interest. The 
CAB should be required to prove its case be- 
yond a doubt. 


Another Doomsday 


Friday, Nov. 13, 2026, or about 66 years 
from today, plus or minus five and a half 
years, has been established as Doomsday by 
Heinz von Foerster, professor of electrical 
engineering at the University of Illinois, and 


two students. On this date, Prof. Foerster says, 


the human population will have expanded to 
such an extent that it will automatically anni- 
hilate itself. What qualifications a professor 
of electrical engineering has to forecast events 
in the alien field of demography are not imme- 
diately apparent. Certainly no more than we 
have, and we would like to forecast categori- 
cally that our descendants will not be 
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“squeezed to death,” as the professor predicts, 
on or about Nov. 13, 2026. A good many 
Doomsday dates have been set over the cen- 
turies by astrologers and other seers, but there 
is quite a bit of evidence that they have been 
wrong. It is possible that the world may blow 
itself up, but on a non-predictable date. Some- 
how we think it will muddle through, how- 
ever. At least we hope so. There would be 
no fun in predictions if we thought otherwise. 


Expanding U.N. Councils 


The suggestion of V. K. Krishna Menon, 
India’s Defense Minister, that the four great 
powers work out a formula to obtain greater 
representation for Africa and Asia in the 
United Nations should be adopted. This mat- 
ter has been pending for five years and it is 
time a solution was found. The Soviet Union 
has sought to use the situation for bargaining 
purposes; it denounced Western efforts this 
year and predicated its assent on the admis- 
sion of Communist China to the U.N. 


The admission of Red China is related, it 
must be admitted, but still is essentially 
separate from the concept of enlarging cer- 
tain U.N. councils to reflect the fact that the 
U.N. has grown from 51 members in 1945 to 
99 at present. A resolution calls for expand- 
ing the 11-seat Security Council by two seats 
and the Economic and Social Council from 18 
to 24 seats. African and Latin American na- 
tions sponsored this. 


Krishna Menon suggests that the United 
States, the Soviet Union, Britain and France 
set up a committee to formulate “with or 
without others” a possible solution for pres- 
entation to the next session of the General 
Assembly. He opposes the resolution on the 
ground it would “intensify the cold war 
element in the debate.” 


Since no agreément seems possible this 
year, Krishna Menon’s proposal might be the 
best answer. By next year there will be a 
new Administration in Washington and a 
possible shift in United States policy, particu- 
larly toward Red China. A committee could 
lay the groundwork for action in 1961. 


An Apology 


We take this occasion to apologize to those 
of our readers whose letters to the editor 
could not be published during the political 
campaign. Although we devoted much more 
than normal space to letters, giving over to 
them once or twice a week the “Mirror of 
Public Opinion” columns under the cartoon, 
and on Oct. 30 seven news columns beginning 
on the page opposite, still we could not begin 
to publish as many as we received. 


During the three months preceding election 
day, our readers sent us for publication more 
than 2350 letters, two-thirds of them on sub- 
jects related to the campaign. We could find 
space for only one out of six of the campaign 
letters. 

A letter writer unpublished may be a letter 
writer outraged. Not only is he confident that 
his own contribution was infinitely better 
than many of those chosen for publication, 
but often he is fiercely convinced that the 
only reason it was not published is that we 
did not agree with his views. Actually, of 
course, we publish letters to reflect readers’ 
opinions, not our own, and we made as al- 
ways a serious effort to represent fairly in 
the published columns all points of view ex- 
pressed in the daily mail. 


To the five out of six letter writers whose 
thoughts on the campaign could not be 
printed, we express our regrets, and the as- 
surance that we shall always be glad to hear 
from them when they have something on 
their minds. 


Man of No Excuses 


One purpose of the St. Louis Newspaper 
Guild’s Page One civic award is to give recog- 
nition to men who deserve honor but have not 
won public attention. Samuel Shepard Jr., the 
1960 winner, fits the description. 

He came to the St. Louis public school sys- 
tem in 1930 and is now director of the Ban- 
neker group of 22 elementary schools. In 
that position he took the effects of school inte- 
gration as a personal challenge. Recognizing 
that his students have tended to score lowest 
in scholastic tests, he encouraged them and 
their teachers in a program of plain hard 
work. “We have been too satisfied to be low 
man on the totem pole,” he said. ‘““We cannot 
make excuses.” 

After three years under the Shepard pro- 
gram and prompting, his students had doubled 
their reading ability in relation to national 
norms, and many more of them were placed 
in superior groups in high school. This was a 
collective achievement, but it required strong 
leadership, an ability to face facts and “no 
excuses.” That is what Dr. Shepard provided, 
to the community’s benefit. 


No Help to The Congo 


It seems unfortunate, to say the least, that 
the State Department should have criticized 
the report of Secretary General Hammar- 
skjold’s special assistant in The Congo on the 
eve of the U.N. Assembly debate on that 
floundering new African state. Granting that 
there may be discordant elements within the 
U.N. force in The Congo—some favoring de- 
posed Premier Lumumba and others back- 
ing the Kasavubu regime—it would have 
been more diplomatic to have spoken through 
our U.N. representative in New York. 

In its statement, the State Department ex- 
pressed American “confidence in the good 
faith of Belgium in its desire to be of assist- 
ance in The Congo.” This was done in the 
face of the report of Rajeshwar Dayal, Ham- 
marskjold’s deputy, that Belgians are seeking 
to dominate the Congolese government and 
to exclude or hamper the U.N. 

It probably is true that most people in 
Belgium disapprove of attempts to exploit 
The Congo. So, as the statement declared, co- 
operation between Belgium and the U.N. 
should be possible. It is equally true that The 
Congo needs the Belgian doctors, teachers and 
technicians on the scene if it is not to sink 
deeper into chaos, But these or other Bel- 
gians still in the former colony have no right 
to meddle in Congolese political affairs, to 
continue an overlordship which has been of- 
ficially renounced. 

There is only one sound policy for the 
United States in The Congo, and that is to 
give the fullest support to the United Nations 
there. Anything which suggests we may have 
more sympathy for Belgian interests is bound 
to undermine our stand against Communist 
meddling.

Our institutions of higher edu- 
cation must examine, honestly and 
carefully, ways in which they are cur- 
rently utilizing personnel, facilities, and 
space. 

Many institutions, as well as some 
states and regions, have already taken 
steps to clarify their goals and to re- 
examine their programs and proce- 
dures. Important economies have been 
effected, but more are called for. 

A great waste in higher education 
comes from the unnecessary duplica- 
tion of programs. Educational costs 
increase not only with the rise in the 
number of students but also with the 
number and kinds of educational pro- 
grams. 


Institutional imperialism and special- 
interest pressure are among the forces 
which contribute to such duplications 
of effort. Wasteful programs now ex- 
isting can be reduced only with. great 
difficulty. But additional ones which 
are educationally unnecessary and eco- 
nomically unsound should be resisted 
by all leaders of opinion. State-wide 
and regional planning for the efficient 
allocation of educational responsibili- 
ties needs to become far more general. 

Wasted opportunity is another great 
loss in higher education. Sometimes

FORTY YEARS AMONG THE IN. 
DIANS, by Daniel W. Jones. (West- 
ernlore Press, 378 pgs., $8.50.) 


In 1847 Dan Jones enlisted with the 
Missouri Volunteers for service in the 
war with Mexico. 


After the war Jones remained in 
Mexico until 1850, when he returned 
to Santa Fe. There he joined a hardy 
group of frontiersmen in the task of 
driving 8000 sheep via Salt Lake Valley 
to Upper California, 


Returning to Utah, Jones spent the 
remainder of an active life as scout 
and peacemaker to the warring In- 
dian tribes. His journeys took him 
out to the Western plains, into Arizona 


and New Mexico and, as colonizer, 
into Mexico. 


Dan Jones had a deep and very 
sympathetic understanding of the In- 
dians and he helped them solve the 
problems they faced at the hands of 
the avaricious white man. 

This republication of a rare book, 
long out of print and much sought 
after by collectors ranks with the best 
of that period, , 

“Forty Years Among the Indians” is 
a lucid portrayal of an epoch in Amer- 
ica now gone forever and there are 
few first-hand accounts such as this, 
to mark its passing.

e. An increase in the supply of 
fully qualified college teachers is a 
task of central importance. 

The aspirations of an increasing per- 
centage of the college-age group for 
further education and society's urgent 
need for an ever-enlarging pool of 
properly educated persons place upon 
institutions the obligation to provide 
a sufficiently wide array of programs. 
To match the student’s wants and capa- 
bilities with the offerings of the col- 
lege is the joint responsibility of the 
student, his parents, the secondary 
school guidance staff, and the college 


admissions officer. 


The unit costs of undergraduate edu- 
cation vary and, in any case, are very 
different from those for graduate or 
professional education. Similarly, an 
adequate student-teacher ratio for a 
law school is an inappropriate measure 
for a medical school.. Expenditures 
for libraries and laboratories do not 
lend themselves to such procedures. 
Maximum utilization of educational re- 
sources should not result in false of 
misplaced economies. 

Part of education’s task is to pro- 
vide ah environment in which young 
people may become more sensitive to 
truth and beauty. The esthetic appre- 
ciations to be drawn from great litera: 
ture, from conversation and lectures, 
from experiencing various art forms, 
and from living among well-designed 
buildings are important. Residential 
and other arrangements that bring stu- 
dents and faculty together in creative« 
ly exciting ways are important. 

This is not to be construed as a li- 
cense to luxury. Learning is, after all, 
a vigorous — often lonely — discipline. 
Society, however, must challenge those 
who refuse, in the name of economy, 
to face the urgent need for first-rate 
teacher-scholars and the present scarc 
ty of good libraries and laboratories. 

No one method can assure learning, 
but experience suggests that -some 
methods are likely to be more effec- 
tive than others. They may vary with 
the nature of the educational enter- 
prise or even with fields of knowledge, 
but, once determined, they should be 
embraced at all costs. So important 
is the end in view, both to the indi- 
vidual and to our free society, that true 
econonmry dictates the choice of the 
most effective rather than the least ex- 
pensive means,

Minne- 
sota set the new mark by rectiv- 
ing 32 first-place votes and 
three second-place votes.

Rugby to Bowling 

Just as numerous American 
baseball players are being per- 
suaded to invest in bowling 
lanes, it is from the field of 
sports that the new-born ten- 
pin industry in England is 
drawing its executives. A mem- 
ber of one of that country’s bet- 
ter amateur rugby teams, 
Graham Hannaford, was in St. 
Louis recently as part of his 
training to be a bowling sales 
engineer. 

Hannaford, a mature 25-year- 
old who majored in economics 
at Bristol University, has 
played rugby since he was 10. 
His current position is ‘‘lock 
forward’’ on the team that rep- 
resents Bristol in inter-city 
play. During his college years 
he played for Bristol and was 
once named to an all-college 
squad that went on tour. 

“I hesitate to say that I am 
a regular for Bristol now,” 
said Hannaford, “When I re- 
turn to England next month I 
shall have to prove myself all 
again. Competition § is 
keen. I'm afraid I've gotten 
soft because of all your hos- 
pitality.” 

The endurance factor is an 
important one in rugby, Hanna- 
ford pointed out, for the game 
in played in two 40-minute 
halves, with just one 5-minute 
break between. No subs are 


For this reason, American 
football leaves Hannaford 
bored, although his only ex- 
perience with the game is by 
television. There are too many 
interruptions for an old rugger 
veteran. He is convinced that 
some of the time-outs are 
called in order to provide op- 
portunities for the commer- 
cials, 

One Yank did make news in 
British rugby last year. Pete 
Dawkins, the All-American 
quarterback from Army, play- 
ed with the Oxford University 
team. There was much criti- 
cism of the coach when Daw- 
kins was permitted to play in 
the crucial late-season game 
with Cambridge, but, accord- 
ing to Hannaford, there was a 
special reason, 

Cambridge did not suspect 
how far Dawkins could throw a 
rugby ball, similar in shape to 
an American football. On a

with a heave that caught Cam- 
bridge completely off balance. 
An Oxford player caught the

Hannaford believes that the 
quick growth of American-style 
bowling is going to similarly 
surprise many Englishmen.

“Construction for amuse- 
ment purposes is discouraged 
in England,” said Hannaford, 
“but there is less opposition if 
one merely changes over from 
one form to another. Thus, 
most of our bowling establish- 
ments will be converted 
cinemas."’ 


There is one advantage In in- 
troducing the sport at this 
stage in its development, Han- 
naford pointed out. He and the 
Brunswick firm for which he 
works will not have to con- 
vince the British that bowling ~ 
is no longer in its dark ages, 
as has had to be done in the 
United States. Every tenpin 
establishment in Great Britain 
will be modern, with automatic 
pinsetters and all of the newest 
equipment. 


Whitey Harris, who was the 
guest star at the opening of 
one of the first bowling lanes 
in London, testified to the en- 
thusiasm of the people there. 
The former Budweiser captain, 
who has also participated in 
openings in Mexico and Puerto 
Rico, expects to go to Aus- 
tralia soon. A 24-lane house in 
Sydney is nearly ready. 

“Your movie stars have 
helped the popularity of bowl- 
ing in England,’ said Hanna- 
ford. ‘So many of them, when 
they come over for an appear- 
ance, will ask if there is a 
bowling establishment nearby. 
They make good salesmen for 
the sport.”

UN-LUMUMBA 
PLOT FOILED, 
MOBUTU SAYS 


LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo, 
Nov. 8 (AP)—Col. Joseph Mobu- 
tu said today he foiled “‘a United 
Nations plot” to occupy the Con- 
golese Parliament in the night 
and bring deposed Premier Pa- 
trice Lumumba back to power. 
Mobutu told a hastily convened 
press conference that the U.N. 
| Congo command inspired the 
| move to start fighting between 
| Congolese army units for an ex- 
cuse to disarm all his forces. 
U.N. officials described the 
charge as sheer nonsense. 


Mobutu was in a rage over the 
alleged plot and deliberately 
missed a meeting with the act- 
ing U.N. mission chief, Indian 
Brig. Indar Jet Rikhye, to show 
his displeasure. 


Assails Indians. 

“These Indians who run the 
United Nations here are doing 
everything they can to bring Lu- 
mumba back to power and turn 
The Congo into a Soviet state,’ 
he declared. 

“IT am an outs Ciabebieaish and 
proved it by expelling the Soviet 
and Czech missions. Never, 
never will they be permitted to 
return as long as I am alive.” 

Mobutu said he had broken off 
all relations with the Indian 
head of the U.N. mission, Ra- 
jeshwar Dayal, at present in 
New York. 

“I never want to meet this 
man again,” he said. “He has 
proved his bad faith with his 
report to the General Assembly.” 

Mobutu called reporters to his 
fortified camp on the outskirts 
of Leopoldville to expose what 
he termed ‘‘a crime against the 
republic.”’ 

Shaking with anger, he showed 
them a truckload of more than 
200 rifles, machine guns and 
other arms with scores of am- 
munition boxes. He said all had 
been taken from the plotters in 
the early hours of the morning. 

Accuses Lumumba Ally. 

He said Cleophas Kamitatu, 
pro - Lumumba president of the 
Leopoldville provincial govern- 
ment, was the United Nation’s 
instrument in the plot. Mobutu 
gave this outline: 

An army adjutant and a ser- 
geant major of Kamitatu’s Bam- 
bala tribe brought a squad of in- 
fantry and the arms to the 
Parliament building at 1 a.m., 
pretending they had orders from 
Mobutu to take over the guard. 
The loyal troops guarding the 
building refused to be tricked 
and disarmed the squad without 
a shot being fired. 

Kamitatu disclaimed knowledge 
of the plot. But he has never 
made any secret of his devotion 
to Lumumba. He repeatedly has 
called on the United Nations to 
reconvene Parliament, suspend- 
ed by Mobutu nearly two months 
ago, in which a majority has 
consistently favored Lumumba. 

‘It is I, and not the U.N., who 
will decide when Parliament is 
to meet again,’ Mobutu de- 
clared. ‘Before that happens, 
the Parliament must become 
more representative than it is 


as a challenger. 

Italian Rinaldi is the slugger 
who won an upset decision over 
Moore in a non-title bout at 
Rome on Oct. 29.

Kasavubu avoided stating he 
would never reconvene parilia- 
ment, but also evaded questions 
as to the future of that institu- 
tion. The only purpose of a new 
meeting, he said, would be to 
confirm his own nominations for 
a new government, 

AFTER THE DISMISSAL of 
the parliament, the Mobutu mili- 
tary government took power. 
Mobutu announced at that time 
that the military non-constitu- 
tional government would remain 
in force until Dec. 31. 

In discussing the presence of 
Belgians in The Congo, Presi- 
dent Kasavubu at one point took 
the same line being taken by 
the Russians—charging that the 
presence of the Belgians is the 
fault of the United Nations. In 
general, however, he tended to 
defend Belgian participation in 
Congolese affairs, though avoid- 


ing specific statements to this 
effect. 


High members of the U.N. sec- 
retariat expressed astonishment 
at Kasavubu’s statement that 
there are no Belgians in the 
Congolese army. The participa- 
tion of Belgian officers is de- 
tailed by the Dayal report, and 
confirmed by objective news- 
paper correspondents in The 
Congo. 

“When diplomatic relations be- 
tween Belgium and The Congo 
are resumed,”” Kasavubu said, 
“we will decide what to do 
about Belgian assistance.” 


PRESIDENT KASAVUBU did 
not eschew all United Nations as- 
sistance to The Congo, “as long | 
as the U.N. does not interfere 
in our internal affairs.’’ 


Yesterday, on his arrival at 
the airport in New York, Kasa- 
vubu issued a statement which 
contained veiled references to 
the U.N., mostly unfavorable. 
He spoke of “‘lack of compre- 
hension and interference’’ by un- 
named people and condemned 
“those. who try to violate the 
principles of freedom and im- 
pose neo-colonialism.” Equally 
without specific designation, he 
praised ‘‘those who spontaneous- 
ly came to the aid of my 
people.” 


“The crisis in The Congo,” |?

TRANSITION TASK 


‘WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (UPI) 
+ President Eisenhower _ has 
summoned a cabinet meeting 
for tomorrow to discuss trans- 
ferring the reins of government 
to his successor in orderly fash- 
jon.

He asserted that 
part of their program “in the 
final instance is opposed to the 
Ten Commandments of the law 
of God.” 

Munoz in a radio broadcast 
replied that the church hierarchy 
misinterpreted his platform and 
“the justice ,of God does not 
punish good souls for the poli- 
tical errors of the clergy of any 
church.” 


The governor added, ‘‘I swear. 


before God there is nothing in 
the party platform that is not 
in accord with Christianity.” 
Archbishop Davis and two other

American officials could see 
no connection between plans for 
the new Bahamas center and Cu- 
ban pressure on the United 
States base at Guantanamo, The 
undersea test and evaluation cen- 
ter would in no-way offer an al- 
ternative to the Guantanamo 
base, they said, and would have 


no direct relationship to the 
Guantanamo base.

JONSON WINDS UP 
CAMPAIGN IN TEXAS 


AUSTIN, Nov. 8 (AP)—Sena- 
tor Lyndon B. Johnson told Tex- 
as and the nation last night that 
the Americans are ready to lay 
aside the divisions of the 1860s 
to meet the challenges of. the 
1960s. 


In his part of the Boston-to- 
Austin nation-wide election eve 
telecast, Johnson spoke to a 
wildly enthusiastic partisan 
crowd that jammed the ball- 
room of the Driskill Hotel in 
downtown Austin. He joined 
with the presidential nominee 
Senator John F. Kennedy, in a 
nation-wide final pre-election 
message. 


The vice-presidential nominee 
went today to his home town, 
Johnson. City, Tex., 60 miles 
west of the Texas capital with 
his wife to cast their votes, 

In a state-wide television ad- 
dress earlier last night, John- 
son said that al! indications 
are that the Democratic ticket 
will win. 

“If so, I am deeply aware of 
the burden of responsibility that 
will fall upon me in the 1960s,” 
Johnson said. 

“If. tomorrow the results de- 
clare us to be the winners, or 
the losers, we will either way. be 
thinking and acting as Ameri- 
‘cans working for America’s 
greatness.” 

Earlier in San Antonio, he 
promised that if he and Kennedy 
are elected “‘we will work our 
fingers off to see that you have 
government of the people, by 
the people and for the péople.” 


“Don’t. tell me. the people of 
Texas are going to be turn- 
coats,” Johnson told a crowd 
at the airport. He said he and 
Kennedy ‘“‘had never preached 
fear and never preached hate”’ 
and said those who do “‘sound 
like little boys painting signs on 
the barn.”’

“The nation needs—and I am 
confident that the people will 
choose—a leader who knows the 
enemy—and, just as important 
knows America for what she is 
and must always be—the first 
nation in the world. That leader 
is Richard M, Nixon.” 


Speaking earlier in Lewiston, 
Me., Lodge criticized Nixon's op- 
ponent, Senator John F. Kennedy 
as having made faulty judg- 
ments on the international scene.

Lodge commented, “A nation 
does not apologize when (spy) 
activities are discovered. The 
Soviet Union did not apologize 
when the FBI .. . caught two 
Russian spies who had been 
making airplane photographs of 
Chicago.” 

He said further that the Eisen- 
hower Administration, working 
to create a United Nations force, 
saved young Americans from be- 
ing shipped to The Congo.

A decision as to whether the 
city of Berkeley will appeal a 
circuit court judgment invalidat- 


ing the city’s attempted annex- 
ation of Lambert-St. Louis Field 
and McDonnell Aircraft Corp. 
will be made at a special City 
Council meeting Thursday night, 
City Manager Gordon Olson said 
today. 

Some councilmen last night 
felt there was little likelihood 
the decision would be over- 
turned and hence it would be a 
waste of money to appeal, Olson 
said. ‘‘Personally, I feel the de- 
cision was made on a popular 
basis rather than a legal basis.

TOKYO, Nov. 8 (AP)—More 
than 3000 nurses and hospital at- 
tendants struck today in a pro- 
test against. what they called 
feudal working conditions. _ 

Violence flaréd briefly at the 
hospital of Tokyo Women’s Med- 
ical University when a group of 
20 non-union doctors tried to 
break through 40 men and wom- 
en pickets. Two patrol cars 
rushed to the scene and police 
ushered the doctors into the 
building.

BACK IN DEPRESSION days when the economy couldn't 
provide jobs for youths a work program was created known 
as the CCC—Civilian Conservation Corps. It helped keep 
youthful hands and minds active in assorted public works 

and gave participants a 
small income which bol- 
stered morale during this 
period of serious unem- 
ployment. 

Now along comes an 
able, alert elder who 
claims we need an SCC— 
Senior Conservation Corps 
—to provide work for 
those senior citizens who 
want to work. 


“Please get this 
straight,” said George 
Levy, 84 years old, 
when I stopped to talk 
with him recently, 
“I’m not a proponent 
of welfare statism. I 
don’t want to see the 
Goverttment involved 
where private enter- 
prise can do the job. 
But experience has 
shown that private enterprise cannot or will not pro- 
vide sufficient employment for those elder citizens 
who want to work and who should be working for their 
own well-being.” 


ROBERT PETERSON 


Levy, who was once a well-known sports announcer for 
boxing matches and world series baseball games, has no 
personal employment problems. 

“I'm lucky—my son is manager of the firm I work for. 
I still put in eight hours a day as assistant head of the 
shipping department, and I feel I earn every penny of my 
pay. But what about others my age who would like to work 
but can’t find a job?” 

I asked how the proposed SCC would operate. “I'd like 
to see cities appropriate a sum of money for senior work 
centers—sums which might be partially matched by state 
and federal funds. 


“Those past 65 who wanted to work could sign 
up for leisurely work at these centers where they 
would receive modest hourly wages—perhaps a dol- 
lar an hour or less. They would do useful, productive 
work for non-profit organizations in the community, 
such as hospitals, homes for the aged, and schools. 


“Women could do sewing work of all kinds and men 
could do carpentry and assembly jobs. With such high costs 
facing non-profit institutions these centers could be useful in 
helping reduce operating costs. ° 

“I think an SCC program would pay off in dollars and 
cents,” he concluded. ‘‘I’m convinced that much of the illness 
facing older people today stems from inactivity and shattered 
morale due to an inability to find work. I believe thousands 
of ailing oldsters would climb out of their beds and wheel- 
chairs if they had a place to go where they could work and 
éarn a little money.”

Secret of Buried Fortune Died with Boer-War Veteran Who Killed His Rival

SIXTY YEARS AGO, when 
the Boer War raged in South 
Africa, a young soldier in a 
prisoner-of-war camp wrote in 
glowing terms to his girl. “When 
I come home, we will be rich. 
You shall have jewels, clothes, 
everything a woman can desire 


With a companion, Philip 
Swartz had been cut off from 
the main commando body near 
Leysdorp in the Transvaal, Head- 
ing south they crossed the Brak 
river — and one day made a 
grisly yet wonderful discovery 
that gave them dreams of riches 
untold. 

Sprawied at their feet lay a 
skeleton — and still secured by 
a tattered belt were seven leath- 
er bags, filled with more dia- 
monds than they had ever seen 
in all their lives. 

Philip Swartz and his buddy, 
Chris Pretorius, conjectured that 
a native runner, fleeing the op- 
posing armies with a tribal cache 

* illicit stolen diamonds, had 
been overcome by fever or wild 
beasts.

Seeing Double 
In Campaign 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8. 
TRAVEL-WISE, stamina-wise and campaign-wise, the 1960 
presidential election tryouts have been among the roughest 
ever engaged in by two men running for any public office 


Both Vice President 
Nixon and Senator Ken- 
nedy have put their hearts, 
their bodies, their throats, 
and even their money into 
this struggle for the minds 
and votes of men. 

Everyone asks, “How 
can they do it? How do 
they survive? When do 
they sleep?”’ 

The answer is of course 
that they don’t do it. 

Both men have doubles, 
like Field Marshal Mont- 
gomery did during the war, 
who are expendable and 
do the actual campaigning. 
The REAL Senator Ken- 
nedy is at home in Hyan- 
nisport writing a biography 
of Norman Vincent Peale. 
The REAL Vice President 
Nixon is hiding out in the 
Pentagon working on a top secret Prestige Counter which 
can measure the rate of prestige in any foreign country by 
flying over it in a U-2 plane. Neither man will make his

Even the candidates’ staff were not aware that 
the men campaigning were doubles. The likenesses are 
remarkable and it was only while we watched them 
during the television debates and listened to what they 
said that we realized that neither one of them could 
possibly be the rea] presidential candidate.

THE REPUBLICANS had a close call though when a 
reporter wrote that he thought Mr. Nixon on his third television 
debate had more hair than he did in the past. 

It was then the Republicans leaked a story which they 
later denied, that Vice President Nixon was wearing a toupee. 
In this way they were able to keep anyone from finding out 
that the double really did have more hair than Mr. Nixon. 

We also discovered that the real reason Jacqueline Ken- 
nedy quit campaigning was not because she was pregnant 
but because the real Senator Kennedy was lonely in Hyannis- 
port and wanted her home. 

We know a lot of people are going to question our sources

Reducing the Waist 


I THINK that a thick waist and rolls over the girdle 
are the most aging figure faults—unless it is a protruding 
abdomen. Fortunately these figure faults respond happily to 
special exercises. 

A protruding abdomen is caused by lax muscles, an 
accumulation of fat over these muscles and poor posture. 
All play their part. Fat is not so apt to huddle over busy 
muscles, and we can work it off and strengthen the abdomi- 
nal muscles and improve posture, for a flat front. 

Here are two of the best ones. 

1. Lie on the floor on your back with your arms resting 
on the floor overhead. Raise both legs and both arms at the 
same time, and touch the toes with the fingertips if you can. 
If not, touch your ankles or legs with your fingertips. 
Whether or not you can do this depends on the strength of 
your muscles. Where your fingers touch depends partly on 
the length of your legs and your arms, Slowly lower your 
legs and arms to starting position. 

It is important that you keep your knees stiff throughout 
this exercise, and also that you stretch out on the floor, mak- 
ing yourself as long as possible each time your arms and 
legs return to the floor. 

If this is too difficult for you at first, raise only the right 
leg and right arm, touch and return. Then raise only the 
left leg and arm, touch and return, but take time for the 
stretch just the same. Later on, you will be able to raise both 
legs and arms simultaneously. 

2. Take the same starting position. Bend both knees up 
close to your stomach. Straighten the legs toward the ceiling, 
toes pointing toward the ceiling. Keep the knees stiff as you 
slowly lower the legs to the floor. Stretch out. Continue. 

Most figure faults can be corrected or greatly improved, 
and practically all of them could be avoided.

George Gobel--He’s Sad Before He’s Funny

GEORGE GOBEL stood on the 
stage of the Chase Club, rehears- 
ing a song. Gobel was singing 
that it is spring, and robins sing, 
and he looked as if the news was 
crushing his spirit but his voice 
sounded happy. His singing voice 
is unclassified; it could be tenor, 
or falsetto-tenor, or unchanged 
choir-boy. 

Gobel finished and the orches- 
tra leader, Al Donahue, smiled. 
Several Donahue musicians said, 
“Very nice.’’ Gobel looked at 
them with the gratitude of a 
scheduled target being told the 
firing squad was through for the 
day. 

“Now I say some things,”’ he 
said to Donahue and the musi- 
cians, “and they’re supposed to 
be funny.” 

He turned from the orchestra 
and that faced him toward a 
dozen people sitting at the back 
of the room, watching the re- 
hearsal, and another dozen peo- 
ple peering through the curtained 
doorway to the room. The door- 
way peekers looked like a high 
stack of noses, piled one on top 
of the other as they tried to fit 
their curious heads into the door- 
way. 

Gobel quickly half-turned and 
addressed a mumble to the west 
wall of the room. He was giving 
his memory a check-out test on 
a comedy routine. He did it in 
the manner of a man talking to 
himself and that is exactly what 
he was doing, talking to himself. 
When he finished, he looked sad- 
der than he had while singing. 

‘““George is a shy man,” said a 
Gobel hanger-on. ‘‘He has to 
gear himself up to face an au- 
dience. You'd never guess it, 
would you?” 

Other people in his business 
say Gobel is a pleasant, kind, 
quiet, courteous man. They could 
say such things to his face but 
they are his friends and will not 
needlessly embarrass him. 


Donahue’s men played 
Gobel theme, ‘“Gobelues,” the 
music that introduces him as 
*“‘Lonesome George’’ on televis- 
ion. The theme came out sound- 
ing like good saloon music with 
a touch of martial air in it, as 
though John Philip Sousa had 
written it while under the table, 
soaking up atmosphere. The mu- 
sic’s hero, Lonesome George 
himself, looked like he had sud- 
denly found himself surrounded 
by friends while facing the 
music. 

“That was just perfect,’ Gobel 
said. The musicians stood with 
“Aw, shucks, anything for you, 
George,” expressions. Gobel and 
the band were building a beau- 
tiful friendship. 

A red-haired young woman 
walked onto the stage. Gobel 
gave her a headwaiter’s bow, a 
nod of the head that pulls the 
body forward with it, slightly. 
The redhead, Dolores Perry, 
smiled. That ended the formali- 
ties. They faced Donahue to- 
gether, the leader cued his men, 
and they started out like one 
big, happy expedition, to climb 
the highest notes of ‘“You Are 
My Sunshine.” 
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This is solitaire? “Lonesome George" with singer DOLORES PERRY at left, his wife, ALICE 


Miss Perry is a coloratura s0- 
prano and she uses a microphone 
just to make the electricians feel 
good. She doesn’t really need 
one, within half-mile distances. 
She sings exceedingly well, and 
loudly. Lonesome George’s voice 
didn’t seem to have a chance 
but soon it came piping up, clear 
and strong, holding its own with 
Miss Perry’s voice. 

They concentrated on rehears- 
ing the finish of the song. They 
make a contest of it. If Gobel 
lost only by a run, or a couple 
of trills, he would have a moral 
victory, but they finish in a tie 
and Miss Perry is as delighted 
about it as Gobel. 


That finished the music re- 
hearsal for Gobel. He is on- 
stage about 65 minutes, twice 
a night, doing his act. The 
combined singing and the solo 
done by himself and Miss 
Perry is 20 minutes, leaving 
Gobel about 45 minutes per 
showing, or 90 minutes per 
night, to stand up and talk and 
make people laugh with him. 
The prospect of those 90 min- 
utes standing empty every 
night, waiting to be laughter- 
filled, is what makes every pro- 
fessional comedian contemplate 
the thin line between comedy 
and tragedy, and dread trip- 
ping over the line, face-first 
into tragedy. 


Gobel went from the night club 
room to the hotel restaurant, 
and he had to walk through the 
lobby to do it. He put on dark 
glasses for the lobby passage but 
he did not manage to hide from 
anyone that way. He was the 
only man in the lobby wearing 
dark glasses and George’s crew- 
cut. If he had tied a shawl over 
his trademark haircut he would 
have had a disguise, and at no 
more cost in attention than he 
had behind the dark glasses.

EVERY MANEUVER taken 
by the declarer to increase his 
chances of making the contract 
is a step in the right direction, 
t is not enough to follow a 
promising line of play if there 


is a still better method of play 
available. 

South was in six diamonds 
and got a spade lead. Declarer 
could see immediately that the 
only possible losers were two 
club tricks. It also was appar- 
ent that the slam: could be made 
by finessing the queen of clubs, 
provided East had been dealt 
the king. 

Rather than pin his hopes 
solely on a_ successful club 
finesse — an even-money shot 
only — declarer decided to aug- 
ment his.chances by attempting 
to:create an endplay situation. 


Accordingly, he won the 
spade with the king, drew two 
rounds of trumps, cashed the 
ace of spades, and ruffed a 
spade. Then he led the king and 
ace of hearts and ruffed the ten 
in dummy. 

This series of plays eliminat- 
ed all the spades and hearts 
from dummy’s hand and his 
own.

Hart believed so thoroughly in his own company that he 
once wrote his wife to trade their favorite colt for more 
company stock. 

Hart Vance also visited another ancestral home, Shawnee 
Springs, outside Harrodsburg, Ky. Built in 1790, it burned 
to the ground in 1801 and was rebuilt in 1805 with 17 stair- 
cases to enable its occupants to escape easily from future 
fires. Under Shawnee Springs’s white-pillared Greek revival 
portico in 1825 walked an especially honored guest, Marie 
Joseph Paul Yves Gilbert Du Motier, Marquis de Lafayette. 
Hart Vance’s great-great-grandfather, Major George Thomp- 
son, had been aide-de-camp for the marquis during the 
Revolution. Lafayette wrote in his memoirs: ‘At the first 
news of this quarrel, my heart was enrolled in it.” Speaking 
only as much English as he could pick up on the boat from 
France, the 19-year-old marquis enlisted as a major-general 
in George apron ecg s army. America in 1825 had not

Sense ot Smell Lost 


Dear Dr. Molner: 
I HAVE LOST all sense of smell. Is there anything I can 
do? Should I see a nose specialist? M.H.W, 


Dear Doctor: 


My husband and I both lost our sense of smell. It there 
a chance we will get it back? Mrs. J.W, 


Loss of the sense of smell is a commoner occur- 
rence than is generally realized. The sense of smell 
originates in an area about half-an-inch square at the 
upper part of the nasal cavity—up and somewhat in 
back of the top of the nose. 


Tiny particles, probably similar in size to molecules, reach 
this area, are absorbed by the fluids which keep the interior 
of the nose moist, and so reach the nerve endings which are 
sensitive to molecules which have what we know as “‘odor.” 

These nerve ends are the usual, although not the only, 
bottleneck in the act of smelling. It is possible, of course, for 
a severe head injury to interrupt the nerves somewhere be- 
tween the nerve endings and the connecting portion of the 
brain which permits us to smell something. 


But in general, loss of the sense of smell is the 
result of some interference at the nerve ends. In itself, 
the loss of smell is not a serious matter, but it certainly 
can be annoying. Since our sense of taste is in part de- 
pendent on odor, the keenness of flavor is also impaired 
if we can’t smell our food, 


Persistent catarrhal conditions, resulting from chronic in- 
fection or allergy can put the smell area out of action, as may 
polyps or growths in the nose. 

Not infrequently the membrane in the smell area loses 
its proper structure. This is called an “atrophic condition.” 

Sometimes a fracture of the nose, or a fracture of the 
skull, as I hinted earlier, can be the root of the trouble. For 
the sake of completeness, I’ll add the fact that hysteria, in 
the psychiatric sense, can cause loss of smell. 


Some strong drugs can also cause loss of the 
ability to smell. Phenol is one, but fortunately it is 
little used these days, because it is a dangerous poison 
as well as an antiseptic. 


A powerful odor can, in a fairly short time, paralyze the 
sense of smell, although, oddly and fortunately, it paralyzes 
the sense only for that odor. Other odors continue to be de- 
tected normally. That's why people who live in an area per- 
meated by some strong odor quickly become unaware of it, 
yet can detect other smells. 

The sense of smell can return if the cause can be found 
and corrected. For that reason it is in order to consult a nose 
specialist. If he determines that the cause is one which can- 
not be corrected, then forget it, and make the best of things. 

By this, of course, I do not mean that you need a specialist 
if you lose the ability to smell temporarily, as happens some- 
times with a hard cold. When the inflammation clears, the 
sense of smell will return.

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Limited Land Resources

AUTUMN always brings its 
share of journeying about the 
State to talk to groups with 
every kind of conservation and 
Outdoor interest. Thus in mid- 
October we drove to Salem, 60 
miles west of us, to show our 
Ozark film to a warmly re- 
sponsive audience: This is one 
of the most prosperous and at- 
tractive small cities in our area, 
serving a good farming country 
and supporting several indus- 
tries. 

Some 10 days after the Salem 
trip we traveled to St. Louis 
for our sixth talk in 12 years to 
the Washington University Asso- 
ciation, an occasion to which we 
always look forward. And on 
the following evening came an- 
other stimulating experience 
when we met at Camp Wyman 
near Eureka with 80 young bi- 
ology teachers and graduate 
students, members of, Beta Beta 
Beta, a national honor society 
in this field. 

Our subject that evening was 
“Vanishing Heritage,”’ a topic 
that could hardly help being 
mildly controversial. It would 
have been easy, after the talk, 
to stay until midnight answering 
questions or parrying them with 
other questions, but finally we 
had to start the long drive home 
to Possum Trot. 

Some points arose during our 
discussion which seem to me the 
result of several common mis- 
conceptions that can lead us 
badly astray in our thinking on 
world resources, food supplies 
and populations. All of these 
are intimately related to Amer- 
ica’s living standard, present 
world tensions, and our eventual 
hope for some sort of reasonable 
peace. 

One of these misunderstand- 
ings has to do with the world’s 
supply of arable land—that is, 
the exact amount of soil which 
is available, together with its 
capability for raising food. Too 
often we look at maps of the 
continents, note all the big and
